Claims 1 and 1 6 are further confusion in that 
the dependent claims 4-7 and 10-14 jmino content appear to be directed to the composition inimo content which appears to be in conflict 
with claims 1 and 16 imino content directed to the a) and b) imino content. Claims 1 and 16 are futher confusing in that the part b) i), 11) 
and ill) b) component appears to be a more narrower range and further limitations of the part b) of claims 1 and 16 broad range. It 
appears that once the inimo content issues are cleared up that the limittions of part b) i), ii) and iii) of claims 1 and 16 should be drafted a 
independent claims.
